Earl Marsh Comments on Need 
of Keeping Structure 
Modern

In the opinion of L. R. Bradley, 
president of the Rotary club and 
manager of the Upland Lemon 
Growers association, Upland needs 
a new Santa Fe station and 
the Santa Fe organization should 
build it soon. 

Constructed many years ago, 
Mr. Bradley looks upon the pres- 
ent station “as a disgrace to the 
community.” ; 

The chamber of commerce has 
recently brought to the attention 
of the Santa Fe officials that there 
is sentiment here for a new sta- 
tion. Mr. Bradley explained that 
he knew nothing about what the 
chamber was doing, other than 
what he had seen in the paper. “I 
do know, however,” he continued, 
'“that Upland not only needs a new 
station, but that the city deserves 
it in view of the enormous busi- 
ness the Santa Fe receives from | 
\here.” 
Mr. Bradley expressed the be- 
lief that the time has come for 
action on the part of the Sauta 
Fe concerning the erection of a 
inew building and through his com- 
;ment he indicated that it would 
be profitable for the
